This  allowed  a  drawback  of  all  the  duties  paid  in  England  on  any 
teas  imported  to  America  by  the  East  India  Company,  and  also 
allowed  them  to  import  tea  to  America  direct.

The  East  India  Company,  which  was  embarrassed,  was  loaned  money 
by  the  government  and  its  dividends  limited.

June.  Burke's  Bill  for  Economical  Reform  introduced  in 
the  Commons,  it  passes  the  House  of  Lords  in  July  (Z., 
IV,  236  ;   Mn.,  VII,  169  ;   M.,  I,  197,  212  ;    K,  ch.  3). 

This  measure,  sometimes  known  as  Lord  Rockingham's  Civil  List 
Act,  abolished  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  and 
many  sinecure  offices,  regulated  pensions  providing  that  no  one 
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person  should  receive  more  than  £300  per  year  and  that  the  amount 
granted  in  one  year  should  not  exceed  ,£600.

One  million  pounds,  raised  by  extra  taxes,  was  to  be  set  apart  each 
year  and  invested  at  compound  interest  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
off  the  national  debt. 

April.  Burke  brings  charges  against  Warren  Hastings  on 
account  of  his  conduct  in  the  Rohilla  War  and  (June  1st) 
moves  his  impeachment.     Motion  lost  (P.,  II,  146). 

Edmund  Burke  (1729-1797),  born  in  Dublin  and  educated  at  Trinity 
College,  was  secretary  to  Rockingham  in  1765,  and  in  Parliament 
the  same  year.  He  opposed  American  taxation.  In  1782  he  was 
Paymaster  of  the  Forces,  he  opposed  Shelburne,  and  in  1783  was 
again  Paymaster.  He  attacked  Regency  Bill  of  1788.  He  later 
opposed  French  Revolution.  Whig.  Nickname  "Dinner  Bell." 
See  under  1780-82,  1787-91. 
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Warren  Hastings  (1732-1818)  went  to  India  in  1750.  In  1772  he  was 
named  Governor  of  Bengal,  and  in  1773  Governor-General.  He 
returned  from  India  1785.  He  was  most  successful  in  internal 
administration  and  placed  the  English  Empire  in  India  on  a  secure 
basis. 

1786,  June  13.     Fox  brings  forward  the  Benares  charge  against 

Hastings  and  moves  his  impeachment.  Motion  carried. 
The  Oude  charge  is  brought  forward  the  next  year  by 
Sheridan. 

Charles  James  Fox  (1 749-1 806),  the  second  son  of  Lord  Holland,  was 
educated  at  Eton  and  Oxford  and  entered  Parliament  for  Midhurst. 
He  was  a  junior  Lord  of  the  Admiralty  in  the  early  years  of  Lord 
North's  administration,  later  left  the  ministry,  opposed  it  and  the 
Royal  Marriage  Act.  He  was  Secretary  of  State  under  Lord 
Rockingham  and  in  the  Coalition  Ministry,  but  opposed  Pitt  and 
remained  out  of  ministerial  office  after  the  fall  of  the  Coalition 
until  1806.  He  was  a  Whig  in  politics.  He  favored  the  French 
Revolution  and  was  irregular  in  his  private  life.  He  was  nick- 
named "  Man  of  the  People."  See  also  under  1782-1784, 1788-1791, 
and  1806. 

Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan  (1751-1816)  was  born  in  Dublin.  He 
entered  Parliament  in  1780  and  held  office  under  Rockingham  and 
the  Coalition  but  opposed  Pitt.  He  was  a  faithful  Whig.  He 
upheld  the  French  Revolution. 

September.     Commercial  Treaty  with  France  {P.,  I,  317). 

It  removed  or  reduced  duties,  especially  prohibitory  ones,  and  par- 
ticularly favored  French  wines,  vinegar,  brandy,  and  olive  oil. 
It  was  to  continue  twelve  years. 

Whiteboy  outrages  in  Ireland  (D.  E.  ZZ,  1069;  Z.,  VI, 
408). 

1787,  Duties  and  Taxes  brought  into  a  Consolidated  Fund. 
April.     During  the  discussion  of  a  motion  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  Fox  denies 
the  Fitzherbert  marriage  alluded  to  by  Rolle  in  Parlia- 
ment (Z.,  V,  92). 

May  10.  Resolution  to  impeach  Hastings  agreed  to  in 
Committee  voted  by  the  House  (Macanlay 's  Essays  on 
Hastings  and  Clive,  Burke's  Speech). 

1788,  February  13.     Trial  of  Hastings  begins  in  Westminster 

Hall. 
May.     First  motion  looking  toward  the  abolition  of  the 
slave  trade.       Sir  William   Dolben's  Act  for  the  better 
regulation  of  slave  ships  passed  {Mas.,  Ill,  342). 
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1788,  November.    Insanity  of  the  king.    The  question  of  a  regency 

and  the  restrictions  upon  it  arises.  Conduct  of  Thnrlow,

1792.  Society  of  the  Friends  of  the  People  formed  (P.,  I,  438). 
Among  its  members  were  Grey,  Erskine,  Sheridan,  and  Lord  John 

Russell. 
February.     The  Catholic  Relief  Act  for  Ireland  passes  the 
Irish  Parliament  (Z.,  VI,  503  ;    T.  C,  126). 

It  enabled  Roman  Catholics  to  enter  the  legal  profession  though 
not  opening  judgeships  to  them,  it  allowed  intermarriages  of 
Catholics  and  Protestants  and  removed  restrictions  in  school- 
teaching  and  in  the  number  of  Catholic  apprentices.

This  year  sees  the  close  of  the  liberal  period  of  Pitt's 
ministry. 

William  Pitt  (17  59-1806)  was  the  second  son  of  Earl  Chatham.  He 
was  educated  at  Cambridge  and  in  1780  was  returned  to  Parlia- 
ment from  Appleby,  making  his  first  speech  in  favor  of  Burke's 
plan  for  Economical  Reform.  He  opposed  Lord  North  but  sup- 
ported Rockingham.  He  became  prime  minister  in  1783,  and  held 
office  until  1801.  He  was  again  prime  minister  in  1804  to  1806. 
He  was  noted  for  his  control  over  Parliament. 

1793.  January.     Louis  XVI  executed.      The    French  minister 

ordered  to  leave  England. 
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1793-     Alien  Act  passed  (M.,  ch.  n;    Z.,  VI,  77). 

Aliens  entering  England  have  to  register  their  names  and  give  up 
their  arms.  They  are  not  to  travel  without  passports,  may  have  to 
reside  in  special  districts,  and  may  be  expelled  from  England. 

February  1.  France  declares  war  against  England  and 
Holland  (Z.,  VI,  127  ;    K,  II,  337  ;    Mas.,  Ill,  508). 

March.  Further  Catholic  Relief  granted  in  Ireland  (Z., 
VI,  566;    M.,  ch.  12  ;    T.  C,  129). 

This  act  gave  Roman  Catholics  the  electoral  franchise,  the  privilege 
of  becoming  grand  jurors,  the  power  to  endow  educational  institu- 
tions and  to  obtain  degrees  from  Dublin  University,  the  privilege 
of  commissions  in  the  army  and  navy,  etc. 

Traitorous  Correspondence  Act  passed  (P.,  II,  8).

Charles,  Earl  Grey  (1764-1845),  was  educated  at  Eton  and  Cambridge 
and  in  1786  entered  parliament  as  a  Whig.  He  was  a  bitter  oppo- 
nent of  Pitt.  In  1806  he  was  made  First  Lord  of  Admiralty,  became 
a  peer  in  1807  and  in  1830  Prime  Minister.  He  was  distinguished 
for  his  advocacy  of  reform  in  the  representation.

October-November.  Treason  trials  of  Hardy,  Home 
Tooke  and  Thelwall  who  are  defended  by  Erskine  and 
acquitted  (M.,  ch.  9  ;  Mas.,  IV,  93). 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  Lord  Fitzwilliam  is  appointed 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  he  is  in  favor  of  further 
Catholic  Relief  (Z.,  VII,  35)  and  is  recalled  in  February,

April.  Passage  of  the  act  establishing  Maynooth  College 
in  Ireland  (Z.,  VII,  117).

War  with  the  Dutch,  Cape  of  Good  Hope  taken.  Later 
war  is  declared  by  Spain  against  the  English. 

June-July.     Fruitless  expedition  to  Quiberon  (P.,  ch.  21). 

July.     Prussia  concludes  the  Peace  of  Basle  with  France. 

September.  Battle  of  the  Diamond  in  Ireland.  Orange 
Society  formed  (£.,  VII,  177). 

November.  Treasonable  Practices  and  Seditious  Meetings 
Acts  (P.,  II,  139),  a  part  of  Pitt's  Reign  of  Terror,  passed 
on  account  of  attacks  on  the  king  in  October-  (M.,  ch. 
9). 

The  first  dispensed  with  proof  of  overt  acts  of  treason  and  provided 
that  anyone  expressing  in  writing  or  speaking  a  design  on  the  life 
or  power  of  the  king  or  proposing  to  levy  war  against  him  should 
suffer  the  penalties  of  treason.

During  this  year  a  union  between  Great  Britian  and  Ire- 
land is  discussed  in  both  the  English  and  Irish  Parlia- 
ments and  liberal  inducements  are  held  out  to  proprietors 
of  Irish  boroughs  by  Cornwallis  and  Castlereagh,  the 
Secretary  for  Ireland  (Z.,  ch.  37). 

1800,  June.     Act  for  the  Union  of  England  and  Ireland  passes 

the  Irish  Parliament.  It  then  passed  the  English  Par- 
liament and  received  the  royal  assent  on  July  2d  (Z  C, 
179  ;  M.,  chs.  5  and  16  ;  Z.  A.,  187  ;  Y.,  ch.  5.) 
The  Irish  Parliament  is  brought  to  a  close.  Ireland  is  to  be  repre- 
sented in  the  Parliament  of  the  United  Kingdom  by  four  bishops 
sitting  in  annual  rotation,  28  temporal  peers  elected  for  life,  and 
100  commoners.  Irish  peers  can  sit  for  any  English  seat  in  House 
of  Commons.  The  number  of  Irish  peers  was  to  be  gradually 
reduced  to  100.  Restrictions  on  Irish  commerce  were  in  large 
measure  removed.

1742.  Walpole,  defeated  on  Chippenham  election  question,  re- 

signs, he  having  lost  control  of  the  House  of  Commons.

Liverpool  resigned  on  account  of  illness. 

Canning,  the  Prime  Minister,  died. 

Goderich  resigned  because  he  was  unable  to  arrange 
quarrels  in  his  Cabinet.
